1 . IF, AS WE UNDERSTAND NOW, MUZOREWA IS COMING TO 
THE US, THERE IS LESS NEED FOR YOU TO SEE HIM. THIS

TO MUZOREWA THE ESSENTIAL POINTS OF A STRATEGY AGREED 
TO BY OWEN, SECRETARY VANCE, AND ANDY YOUNG. NEVERTHE- 
LESS, YOU SHOULD MEET WITH HIM IF HE SO REQUESTS. 

2. THE MAIN PURPOSE OF MEETING WOULD BE FOR YOU TO 
HEAR WHAT MUZOREWA HAS TO SAY. IN ADDITION, HOWEVER,

A. WE CONTINUE TO BELIEVE THAT THE PRINCIPLES EMBODIED

EMPHASIZE THAT THERE MUST BE A GENUINE TRANSFER OF

ELECTIONS IN WHICH ALL PARTIES WOULD BE ABLE TO

IT. THIS ACCOUNTS FOR OUR ATTITUDE TOWARDS THE ARRANGE- 
MENTS AGREED TO IN SALISBURY, FOR IT IS NOT CLEAR THAT 
THEY MEET THE TEST OF ACCEPTABILITY. MOST IMPORTANT, 
WITHOUT THE PARTICIPATION OF ALL THE PARTIES, WE ARE 
LEFT WITH A SERIOUS CONCERN THAT THE CURRENT WARFARE 
WILL INCREASE, AND ALONG WITH IT THE INTERVENTION OF 
OUTSIDE POWERS. 

C. THE UNITED NATIONS SECURITY COUNCIL WILL TAKE UP 
THE RHODESIAN QUESTION THIS WEEK. WE ARE VERY MUCH 
INTERESTED IN YOUR VIEWS ABOUT THE POSSIBLE MEANS BY 
WHICH ALL THE PARTIES CAN BE BROUGHT TOGETHER FOR AN 
EQUITABLE AND PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT.
